Fire Permits 


Are Required 


Regulation Effective 
Monday, April 15th, 
Says Forest Service 


The Forest Supervisor of the El- 
dorado National Forest is calling 
special attention to the fact that 
burning permits must be obtained 
for all types of outside burning af- 
ter April 15. This will be necessary 
throughout the season until De- 
cember 1. These permits are also re- 
quired for blasting. 

Everyone is urged to give the fed- 
eral and state forestry bureaus 


their full cooperation in this re- | 


spect, as the issuance of these per- 
mits provides officers with a means 
of checking on necessary brush and 
grass burning. State forest and fire 
laws provide penalties for all un- 
authorized burning or blasting. 

Permits for lands lying within the 
National Forest should be obtained 
from the District Ranger in whose 
district the burning or blasting is 
to be done. Eldorado Forest rang- 
ers are as follows: Georgetown Dis- 
trict, Georgetown, Frank McCaslin; 
Pacific District, Pacific, M. D. Mor- 
ris; Caldor District, Lumberyard, G. 
B. Young; Lake Valley District, 
Meyers, R. R. Bryan. 

For land outside the National For- 
est, permits should be obtained from 
the State Forestry rangers, who are 
located as follows: Camino, Willard 
Cc. Austin; Pine Grove, Malcolm 
Dixon.

Competent Instructor To 
Be On Duty In Summer 
At Placerville Plunge 


The plans of El Dorado County 
Chapter of the Red Cross to have 
a qualified instructor in swimming 
at the Placerville plunge this sea- 
son, and to make his services avail-~ 
able to children. throughout the 
county were annouriced Monday by 
T. S. Marlor, chapter chairman. 

The announcement was made in 
the following letter addressed to 
every postmaster in the county, with 
the request that he post the letter 
conspicuously at his office: 

“Dear Sir: 

“The El Dofado County Chapter 
of the American Red Cross intends 
to make swimming lessons available 
at the Placerville pool during June 
and July, under the direction of a 
qualified instructor who will de- 
vote his entire time to this work. 

“The Chapter has appropriated 
funds for this purpose and no fee 
or charge of any kind will be made. 
Classes will be held from 10 a. m. 
until 5 (or possibly 6) p. m., and 
those applying will be graded ac- 
cording to age, ability and previous 
experience. The instructor will pos- 
itively guarantee that every pupil 
who joins the classes and follows 
the program prescribed will be able 
to swim across the pool at the end 
of the course. 

“The Chapter expects, in return 
for furnishing this service free, that 
transportation be arranged from 
the districts outside of Placerville 
so that this offer may be extended 
to every community in the county.

No other state would assess this 
confiscatory 3 per cent turnover 
tax. Yet California, the No. 1 Farm 
State in the country—would be ex- 
pected to stay in business and com- 
pete. 

HOW? Ask yourself that question, 
too, before you sign the Ham and 
Eggs petitions. 

Apart from the tax aspect of the 
Ham and Eggs amendment, and its 
disastrous effect on agriculture, ev- 
ery taxpayer and every citizen, who 
values his livelihood, should con- 
sider the pension and scrip provi- 
sions of the measure. 

The new act, instead of providing 
Thirty-Every-Thursday, would pro- 
vide for the issuance of twenty of 
the scrip “dollars” every week to all 
persons over 50 years of age, who 
are unemployed and whose net in- 
comes do not exceed $2400.

How many farms in California 
could afford to give up 10 per cent 
of their gross income and still stay 
in business? Ask yourself that ques- ! 


for Ham and Eggs petition circu- 
lators. For farmers can seldom pass 
on their increased overhead. Whe- 
‘ther from taxation or other causes, 
the farmer pays it, for the prices of 
farm commodities are governed by 
supply and demand—and world con- 
ditions—and can not be arbitrarily 
“marked up” to meet the increased 
costs. 

And a 10 per cent tax on gross 
income (that’s a conservative esti- 
mate) would simply spell ruin and 
tax confiscation to California agri- 
culture. No farmer needs to take 
the writer’s statement for that fact; 
all he needs to do is to consult his 
own books and arrive at his own 
decision, 

Sponsors of the new pension scheme 
undoubtedly will seek to obscure the 
issue with farmers by arguing that 
the new act would repeal existing 
taxes, including property taxes. 

But at what a price! 

Every time the farmer bought feed 
or fertilizer, supplies or equipment, 
food or closhing, EVERY TURN- 
OVER OF EVERY PURCHASE 
would be taxed 3 per cent. 

And every time the farmer sold a 
shipment of farm produce, that 
shipment would be TAXED 3 PER 
CENT ON EVERY TURNOVER, so 
long as it remained in the State of 
California. 

Even granting that California con- 
sumers would pay part of the tax, |
